In answer to a question by Mr. Hoyt, Mr. Lock- 
wood spoke on the appropriation asked by the Farm 
Bureau. 

Messrs. Willey and Robinson spoke on extension 
work; Messrs. Lockwood and Smart, on Farm Agent 
work; and Messrs. Clow Chandler, and Forest, Presi- 
dent of the Carroll County Farm Bureau, spoke on 
Farm Bureau work. Mr. Thomas inquired in regard 
to the Boys’ and Girls’ Club, and Mr. Chick spoke on 
this club work. 

The meeting adjourned to meet March 7, at 3 p. m.

March 7, 1923. 

The Carroll County Convention was called to 
order by the chairman in Room 104, State House, at 3 
p. m., nine members responding to call of the roll. 

The convention was advised by County Commis- 
sioner Nathan O. Weeks in regard to the heating plant 
at the County Farm. Mr. Weeks, for the County 
Commissioners, recommended an appropriation of 
$5,000 for next year, which they thought would cover 
the cost of a new boiler and piping throughout the 
house, and also to cement the floor and place steel 
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ceiling overhead and brick walls where necessary, to 
be made of second hand brick already on hand, if 
economical to use same as concrete wall if it appears 
to be less expensive. County Commissioner Samuel 
A. Hidden stated that the people they have been talk- 
ing with in regard to a new boiler claim that the pres- 
ent boiler burns far too much fuel, and although safe 
at present, is liable to be condemned at any time on ac- 
count of its age. Mr. Hidden stated that in the opin- 
ion of people that have examined the present boiler, 
that a new one would use one-third less fuel. A new 
boiler such as necessary for the building was estimated 
-by Mr. Hidden to cost about twelve hundred dollars. 


Chairman Blanchard declared the convention in 
executive session at 5 p. m. Mr. Chick of Madison 
made a motion that we appropriate the sum of three 
thousand dollars for the year 1923 and a like sum for 
the year 1924 for the benefit of the Farm Bureau. It 
was seconded by Mr. Smart of Ossipee. Same was 
placed before the convention and motion carried. 


Mr. Smart of Ossipee made a motion that we ap- 
propriate the sum of forty-seven thousand dollars for 
the year 19238, and a like sum for the year 1924, and 
from this amount the County Commissioners shall 
allow the Clerk of Court an amount not to exceed six 
hundred and fifty dollars out of the appropriation of 
the year 1923 for repairs and furniture at the office 
of the Clerk of Court. The motion was seconded by 
Mr. Chandler of Conway, and placed before the con- 
vention, and motion carried. 


On motion of Mr. Hale of Walpole the Convention 
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voted to adjourn, subject to call of the chair.

For 
a long time there has been a great need of repairs 
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in the basement and we are pleased to report that very 
satisfactory repairs have been made in the past year, 
thirty tons of cement being used for cement walls and 
floors, and this with all metal ceilings throughout, has 
made the basement safer and sanitary conditions bet- 
ter. A new heating system has been installed which 
is proving very satisfactory and will, we hope, be less 
expensive to operate. 


While we are pleased with repairs in the basement 
we yet see a great need of repairs in both barn and 
stable and we believe these repairs will have to be 
made soon.

To County Commissioners: 


By reason of the increased jurisdiction of the 
Municipal Courts many cases formerly handled in the 
Superior Court are finally disposed of in the former 
courts. 

At the May Term only one indictment was found 
and that was for breaking and entering in the night- 
time. Upon a plea of guilty the respondent was given 
a sentence in the House of Correction. 

At the October Term only two indictments were 
found and both were for the abuse of a female child. 
Upon a plea of guilty one respondent was given a sen- 
tence in the House of Correction and the other is in the 
State Hospital. 

As above mentioned a number of minor cases have 
been disposed of in the Municipal Courts of the County. 
This speeds up the administration of justice and 
doubtless has its remedial effect. 

I wish to commend Sheriff Leavitt and his corps 
of efficient deputies for their vigilance in the discharge 
of their duty. 

The violations of the liquor law take much of their 
time and their effective work has in a great measure 
helped to remedy the situation. Violations of this 
sort are less frequent and on the whole the general 
condition of the County is better than ever before.
